The reply filed on 12/1/2008 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 
Applicants have not addressed the second basis for rejection of claims 90-129 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph pertaining to 
whether the amount of paclitaxel recited in the claims (i.e., "..about 1% to about 20% of the conventional dose of paclitaxel over the 
same period...") relates to total dose or single doses. See 37 CFR 1.111, specifically 37 CFR 1.1 1 1(b), which states that Applicants 
must reply to every ground of objection and rejection in the prior Office action. In the instant case. Applicants specifically address the 
first basis of rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph rejection of claims 90-129 pertaining to the limitation "conventional dose 
of paclitaxel" (pages 3-4 of previous Office action), but do not specifically address the second basis of rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
2nd paragraph rejection of claims 90-129 pertaining to the limitation "...wherein the amount of paclitaxel is about 1% to about 20% of 
the conventional dose of paclitaxel over the same period..." (pages 4-5 of previous Office action). 

Applicants have amended claims 90 and 1 1 1 to recite that the amount of paclitaxel is "P/o to 20%i of a conventional dose of paclitaxel 
over the same period... wherein the conventional dose of paclitaxel is 135-175 mg/m2 over a period of three weeks," or "P/o to 10%i of 
a conventional dose of paclitaxel over the same period, wherein the conventional dose of paclitaxel is 135-175 mg/m2 over a period of 
three weeks," respectively. However, while these amendments address and are sufficient to overcome the first basis of rejection of 
claims 90-129 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, they do not specifically address and are not sufficient to over the second, separate 
basis of rejection of claims 90-129 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, and Applicants have not provided any specific arguments 
with respect to this rejection.
